ABSTRACT 

The general purpose of the study reported %«as to 
develop and field test a follow-up questionnaire for commtuiity 
college graduates that would provide evaluative information about: 
(1) the effectiveness of specific courses offered at Manchester 
Community College^ (2) graduates' attitudes about their college 
program in general, and (3) graduates' attitudes about the counseling 
services they received while attending the college. After reviewing 
the literature related to evaluation in higher education, cpen-ended 
questionnaires were sent to all faculty members and to a random 
sample ot 30 graduates. They were asked tc list areas of concern and 
specific questions dealing with curriculum relevancy. Information 
about counseling services was solicited from the counselors. The 
second step in developing the follow-up questionnaire consisted of 
summarizing and categorizing the responses of persons who completed 
the input questionnaire and transforming each major question and area 
of concern into a structured questionnaire item. The pilot edition of 
the questionnaire was comprised of four parts and 36 items, as well 
as space for biographical information. With the exception of the 
open-ended items, the response mode for all items was based on a 
five-point Likert-type scale. The instrument was reviewed by 
second-year students, faculty members, counselors, and 30 graduates. 
The final version contains four parts and 32 items. Appendix C to the 
report provides the questionnaire, consisting of question and answer 
sheets.

The instrument also included q>ece for biogra|diical information* 
With tiie excepti<m of the open-ended Items, the reeponse node for ell 
iters vas based on a five point Ukert-type scale. The questionnaire 
packet also included a cover letter from the Project Director expUinlng 
the nattu*e and purpoae of the study. 

For pui-posea of asaessing the relevancy and reliability of 
individual items, a groiq> of second year students at HCC Mae asked 
to review the instrument and conanent on any items that did not seem 
clear. The pilot edition was aiso circulated among faculty members 
and coimoelors for their sufigestiono and comments. 

Finally, tho pilot edition was moiled to a random sample of 
30 graduyles of Manchester Conmunity College (l97l)« Since the 
basic purpoee of field feesting the pilot edition was to gain 
additional feasibility information ihst coald be used In sirueturlng
